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Foreword 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  revised  catalogue 
to  date,  and  in  doing  so  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thank¬ 
ing  all  customers  for  their  generous  support  and  kindly  recom¬ 
mendation  to  others.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  one’s 
efforts  to  please  are  appreciated. 

There  is  probably  no  branch  of  horticulture  so  full  of  interest 
and  so  rich  in  return  of  pleasure  as  the  Alpine  Garden.  Hardly 
a  garden  of  no  matter  how  small  a  dimension  but  can  boast  of 
some  sunny  corner  that  would  be  suitable  for  a  little  rock  garden 
in  which  to  plant  wee  treasures. 

The  greatest  importance  when  building  the  garden  should 
be  attached  to  the  kind  of  rock  chosen  and  the  soil  intermixed 
therewith.  Choose  well  weathered  rocks  of  good  appearance 
and  place  them  in  such  a  manner  that  the  water  will  run  back 
into  the  soil.  The  pockets  should  be  large  enough  to  receive 
several  plants  of  the  same  variety,  so  that  the  whole  effect  when 
finished  will  not  be  spotted.  The  plants  should  be  kept  fairly 
moist  in  summer  and  given  good  drainage,  and  have  a  top¬ 
dressing  in  the  Spring  of  sand  and  leafmold  well  mixed  with 
grit.  If  small  evergreens  are  interspersed  here  and  there  in 
the  rockery  it  aids  to  elleviate  the  monotony  during  the  winter 
months  when  all  bloom  is  past,  and  bear  in  mind  that  only 
plants  of  harmonious  colour  values  should  be  planted  near  each 
other  in  the  rock  garden. 

A  plant  may  be  in  good  condition  when  received  but  it  takes 
a  thorough  preparation  of  the  soil  at  all  times  to  make  them 
thrive  and  continue  to  maintain  their  vigorous  growth. 

Those  that  have  already  received  my  catalogue  in  other 
years  will  please  note  that  I  have  reduced  the  price  of  my 
plants  at  least  thirty-five  per  cent  on  an  average. 


Potted  or  Field  Grown  Plants 

I  have  both  potted  or  field  grown  plants  and  can  supply  most 
of  these  in  either  form.  Many  prefer  field  grown  plants,  con¬ 
sidering  them  more  hardy.  Personally,  I  believe,  and  especially 
for  Eastern  customers,  pot  grown  plants  are  best,  as  the  roots 
are  well  maintained  and  seem  to  withstand  packing  and  travel 
to  better  advantage. 

I  keep  hundreds  of  saxifrages,  androsaces,  sedums,  semper- 
vivums  in  pots  plunged  in  sand  pits,  along  with  other  of  the 
more  valuable  rock  plants  and  alpines  and  supply  them  in  quan¬ 
tities  at  short  notice;  and  by  the  way,  although  I  have  not 
tabulated  the  price  list  of  plants  by  the  dozen  or  more,  I  can  give 
a  better  price  at  this  rate,  always  able  to  supply  a  dozen  at  the 
price  of  ten,  and  in  some  instances  doing  even  better  I  make 
a  specialty  of  rock  wall  plantings,  growing  hundreds  of  those 
plants  that  are  especially  adapted  for  that  form  of  rock  garden¬ 
ing.

The  prices  quoted  are  for  CASH  WITH  ORDER,  unless  sat¬ 
isfactory  bank  references  are  supplied.  As  my  plants  are  all 
specially  boxed,  and  no  charge  is  made  for  packing,  no  order 
will  be  filled  for  mailing  for  less  than  $2.50,  postage  collect,  or 
allow  15%  extra  to  defray  cost  of  same.

I  therefore  can  give  no  warranty,  expressed 
or  implied,  as  to  their  being  absolutely  true  to  name,  altho  this 
is  one  of  the  subjects  upon  which  I  am  crank,  and  I  exercise 
every  effort  to  see  that  my  plants  are  as  true  to  name  as  it  is 
possible  to  have  them,  and  knowing  them  to  be  in  perfect  con¬ 
dition  when  they  leave  my  nursery,  I  cannot  be  held  liable  in 
cases  of  failure,  due  to  travel  or  otherwise.  Fortunately  J  have 
had  only  the  very  best  reports  as  to  their  condition  upon  arrival 
and  could  fill  a  good  sized  pamphlet  with  kindly  testimonials 
alone,  from  satisfied  customers. 


Shipping 

I  shall  send,  unless  advised,  aL  plants  by  parcel  post  collect. 
FALL  SHIPPING  SEASON  begins  the  first  week  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  extends  usually  until  about  the  first  week  in  November 


according  to  weather  conditions.  Why  not  be  on  the  safe  side, 
and  use  small  cold  frames  to  winter  late  arrivals. 

SPRING  SHIPMENTS  are  forwarded  according  to  customer’s 
wishes  and  subject  to  weather  conditions,  March  1st  until  June 
15th.
